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Ho-Chunk Census ready 
kickoff in December

The Ho-Chunk Census is sched- 
uled to begin. 

On December 7, the online ver- 
sion will become active, ready and 
willing to count people and all their 
associated household aspects. 

Ho-Chunk members will be re- 
ceiving information in the mail on 
how to complete the census survey. 
A link to the census is on the Ho- 
Chunk Nation web site at www. 
Ho-ChunkNation.com/census and a 
clickable link will soon be available 
to connect with the actual survey. 

“The census will include questions 
about annual household income, 
monthly rental/mortgage and util- 
ity payments, the number of people 
and families in the housing unit, 
presence of anyone in the household 
with a disability that requires care- 
giving or adaptive equipment, em- 
ployment and education, childcare, 
use of community services, trans- 
portation needs, and priorities for 
the Ho-Chunk Nation,” said Kevin 
Klingbeil, managing director of Big 
Water Consulting, who is organizing 
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the census. 

The census is important 
so that the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion has accurate data on the 
Ho-Chunk population. That 
data is used for various pro- 
grams and when applying 
for grants. 

Also, the data will help 
with planning Ho-Chunk 
services and legislator 
redistricting. Each of the 
Ho-Chunk government de- 
partment had input into the 
census survey. 

After several weeks of the 
online version being avail- 
able, a paper form of the sur- 
vey will be mailed to house- 
holds to those people who 
haven’t completed it. This 
ensures that people who 
don’t have access to the In- 
ternet will be able to fill out 
the form and send it back via 
the U.S. Postal Service. 

Participation in the census 
is very important, Kling- 
beil said. For that reason, a 
“Census Day” will be em- 
ployed in the second week 
of December. During that 
day, numerous sightings of 
census personnel will be 


scene throughout all the Ho- 
Chunk communities, along 
with using the social media 
abundantly to get the word 
out, such as FaceBook, Twit- 
ter, Instagram, and Snapshot. 

“We’ll get tribal leaders in 
photos to promote the cen- 
sus, plus celebrities such as 
Bronson Koenig,” Klingbeil 
said. 

The message will be dis- 
played on the marques at the 
Ho-Chunk Gaming facilities 
and on the gas pumps of the 
Whitetail Crossing busi- 
nesses. 

“We’ll have photos of 
people holding banners, 
wearing census T-shirts, and 
even do challenges for the 
census like the ice bucket 
challenges,” he said. 

Also, incentives will be 
offered to entice people 
to complete the surveys. 
Names of the people who 
finished the survey will be 
gathered for a drawing of a 
number of prizes. 

To help people fill out the 
online census surveys, a list 
of public accessible comput- 
ers will be made available, 



such as computers at com- 
munity centers, tribal ag- 
ing units, the Tribal Office 
Building, the House of Well- 
ness, and youth centers. 

After the online forms 
and paper forms have been 
received, some months after 
the initiation, a list will be 
made of people who haven’t 
completed the survey. Vol- 
unteers then will go door- 
to-door to get the remaining 
surveys completed. 

The last time a specific 
census of Ho-Chunk mem- 
bers was completed was in 
1994 and 1995. 

The information gained 
will be good for 10 years, 
Carol Garvin, former Plan- 
ning Division director said

previously. It will help 
Nation departments to use 
statistics when addressing 
needs. 

“We want people to know 
it’s coming and they don’t 
need to be afraid,” said An- 
gie Greengrass McDonald 
of the Planning Department. 
“None of the information 
will be shared with any 
other entity.” 

“Many grant applications 
across all programs require 
information about the age, 
income and veteran status of 
the population that would be 
served in order to document 
the needs and eligibility for 
the grant award, so expect 
questions about the topics,” 
she said. 

“There will also likely be 
some questions aimed to 
identify barriers to the use 
of some tribal programs and 
some questions targeted spe- 
cifically to members living 
in each of the five districts,” 
Greengrass McDonald said.

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Funmaker files lawsuit against 
Ho-Chunk Legislature for inaction

Too much time had passed 
and nothing had been done, 
said Ho-Chunk member and 
veteran Gary Funmaker. 

Funmaker filed a lawsuit 
against the Ho-Chunk Legis- 
lature on October 18 for that 
very reason. According to 
Funmaker, the General Coun- 
cil gave directives by way of 
resolutions to the Legislature, 
but the Legislature has failed 
to act. 

Funmaker represented 
himself in Ho-Chunk Nation 
Trial Court on November 19 
to contest that the Legislature 
has not acted upon 165 resolu- 
tions that have been passed by 
General Council. In particular, 
Funmaker was interested in 
the resolution, passed by Gen- 
eral Council on September 27, 
2014, that immediately sell 
Chicago properties known as 
Southland. 

Attorney Michael Murphy 
also was present, representing 
the Ho-Chunk Legislature, be- 
fore Judge Mary Jo Hunter. 

The session was a motion 


hearing, with Murphy filing 
for the court to dismiss the 
case based on a lack of waiver 
of sovereign immunity, mean- 
ing the Legislature could not 
be sued because of immunity 
provided to them by the Ho- 
Chunk Constitution. 

Murphy had filed for a mo- 
tion to dismiss on October 28. 

Funmaker made the point 
that he had talked to General 
Council Agency Attorney 
John Swimmer and that he 
indicated that it stipulates in 
the Constitution that the Ho- 
Chunk General Council could 
do so. Funmaker maintained 
that he is a member of Gen- 
eral Council as a Ho-Chunk 
member. 

He pointed out that, starting 
on page three of the Constitu- 
tion, Section 3, it says, “This 
policy shall be made into 
laws, including codes, ordi- 
nances, resolutions and stat- 
utes by the Legislative Branch 
of the Ho-Chunk Nation 
within 45 days after majority 
vote of the qualified voters of 
the Ho-Chunk Nation General 
Council at Annual Meetings 


and Special Meetings. The 
Executive Branch shall en- 
force this policy within 60 
days of the majority vote of 
the qualified voters of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation General Coun- 
cil. In the event that this poli- 


cy is not enacted by the Leg- 
islative Branch or enforced by 
the Executive Branch within 
15 days of the aforementioned 
deadlines, the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion General Council shall file 
suit in the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Tribal Court against the elect- 
ed officials of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation branch of government. 
The Supreme Court of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation shall have 
original jurisdiction within 15 
days of the filing date of the 
suit.” 

Judge Hunter asked why 
Funmaker was bringing the 
lawsuit to the court versus the 
General Council Agency. 

“I’m filing this as a member 
of General Council, as a Ho- 
Chunk member and as a vet- 
eran,” he said. “It’s my right 
to speak up. I served for this 
freedom and these rights have 
to be acted upon.” 

Murphy referred to an 
amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, Amendment Number X, 
which states, “The Ho-Chunk 
Nation shall be immune from 
suit except to the extent that 
the Legislature expressly 
waives its sovereign immu- 
nity, and officials and employ- 
ees of the Ho-Chunk Nation 
acting within the scope of 
their duties or authority shall 
be immune from suit.” 

The terms if which the 
waiver is instituted is if they 
were doing their duties, which 
they weren’t, contented Fun- 
maker. They weren’t acting on 
their duties as handed down 
by General Council. 

“The problem is, they did 
take action. They just didn’t 
sell the property. But they did 
take action,” Murphy said. 

“Amendment 10 does 
bring about the waiver of the 
Executive and Legislative 
branches. A suit could be filed 
by General Council, but only 
if they didn’t take action,” 
Murphy said. “If the Legisla- 
ture didn’t take action, then a 
lawsuit is in order.” 

Judge Hunter asked what 
type of action was conducted 
on the resolution. 

Murphy said the resolution 
was referred to lawyers for an 
opinion and that referral is a 
type of action. 

Judge Hunter asked Fun- 


maker if he believed referring 
the issue to lawyers was suf- 
ficient to be considered it to 
be acted upon, to which Fun- 
maker said, “No.” 

Judge Hunter also ques- 
tioned Funmaker if he had 
any documentation or any 
representation by legal coun- 
sel. 

Funmaker said he had 
hoped Attorney Swimmer 
would have been present for 
the hearing, but he wasn’t. He 
was given the opportunity to 
obtain counsel and to recon- 
vene to continue with the mo- 
tion hearing. 

The next hearing has been 
set at 10 a. m. Thursday, De- 
cember 10, at the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Tribal Courtroom in 
Black River Falls. 

“I see the sovereignty is- 
sue as moot, when it comes 
to the General Council mak- 
ing policy or bringing forth a 
resolution that is brought for- 
ward by majority vote during 
General Council that we enjoy 
annually to voice our opin- 
ions,” Funmaker said after the 
court session. “So when we 
take it to court the sovereignty 
issue or veil does not exist, 
why because it is in favor of 
the Ho-Chunk people to act 
and offer majority opinions 
and give to 13 members of the 
legislature to action. 

“They take an oath to act on 
the people’s behalf. Now with 
165 resolutions that have not 
been acted upon it is cause 
for a Special General Coun- 
cil to be called by Wilfred 
Cleveland, because he could 
have called for action on all 
the resolutions presently not 
acted upon, the Executive is 
also part of this lack of ac- 
tion on the ruling body of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation,” Funmaker 
said. 

He said that handing the 
resolution to study for an in- 
definite amount of time is not 
the definition of acting upon 
it. 

“Our Constitution is either 
law or we have no authority 
or statutes to have any order 
in our Nation. The people 
must be heard on this admin- 
istrative failure by their gov- 
ernment,” he said.

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Emerald Ash Borer topic of session 
for black ash weavers, pounders

An informational session about the 
devastation being caused by the Em- 
erald Ash Borer to the black ash trees 
in Wisconsin was held on October 28 
at Ho-Chunk Gaming - Black River 
Falls conference room. 

“We held the meeting because the 
Emerald Ash Borer was found in Jack- 
son County in August, which made 
formulating a response all the more 
urgent,” said HCN Forester Mark 
Gawron. “Also, the addition of Greg 
Blick to the DNR staff, who has ex- 
perience formulating EAB response 
plans for municipalities in Illinois 
and Missouri, gave the DNR enough 
resources to plan the meeting. Further- 
more, Kjetil Garvin finished her sur- 
vey of basket trees on tribal lands this 
summer and we were able to use those 
results to inform our planning. She 
found only 14 trees suitable for basket 
making in her survey.” 

The consensus reached by the 
pounders and weavers was that the 
first priority should be harvesting as 
many good basket trees as possible 
before they are destroyed by the bug, 
pound them out immediately, and 
store the resulting splints for the long 
term, Gawron said. 

Second priority is collecting black 
ash seed and starting a plantation 
which will provide a source of black 
ash to future generations. It is hoped 
in the future resistant strains of black 
ash will be found that can survive 
EAB. Otherwise, this plantation may 
have to be grown in a modified green- 
house or under netting. This latter 
idea of netting was an idea thought 
up by Ho-Chunk basket makers dur- 
ing the meeting, and if we did pursue 
it we would be breaking new ground, 
Gawron said. 

One of the main speakers for the 
event was Kelly Church, who is a 
fifth generation award-winning bas- 
ket maker. She grew up in southwest 
Lower Michigan, an enrolled member 
of the Grand Traverse band of the Ot- 
tawa Chippewa Indians. She’s a wood- 
lands style painter, a birch bark biter 
and an educator. 

The Emerald Ash Borer was discov- 
ered in Michigan in 2002. 

“When they found the destruction 
cause by the Emerald Ash Borer, they 
found out that it actually had been 
in the state for 10 years and it took 
that long to discover its presence. 
What I like to tell people is: You just 
discovered it in Wisconsin in 2013. 
Most likely it was here years before 
that. That is just when you discovered 
the bug. That doesn’t mean when it 
arrived here,” she said. “It’s here in 
more places than you discovered.” 

The Emerald Ash Borer was discov- 
ered in Pennsylvania in 2007, but it 
was in the state six years before that 
when checking the growth rings of the 
tree and the damage incurred, she said. 

She considers herself a product of 
an unbroken family line of basket 
weavers. In Michigan, there are 40 
basket weavers, of which 25 are from 
her family. 

She remembers when families 
would get together to harvest a tree. 
They didn’t have any black ash on 
the reservation, so they had to rely on 
private landowners to allow them to 


harvest. 

Within the tribe, many black ash 
seeds have been collected for future 
planting projects. The Saginaw Chip- 
pewa tribe has collected a lot of seeds 
in 2006, she said. Another tribe, Po- 
kagon, has been doing experiments on 
the black ash trees by inoculating the 
trees yearly for the last three years. 
Although the trees have been thriving, 
upon closer inspection, the leaves are 
really dark green bordering on brown. 

“Maybe too much injection,” she 
said. “What has been recommended 
is once every two or three years. You 
have the think about it going into the 
soil and being absorbed by seedlings, 
then the deer eat the seedling and we 
eat the deer.” 

As far as the present situation, the 
best they can do is use what is avail- 
able to them. 

“We don’t have access to black 
ash in the Lower Peninsula anymore. 
In March 2014 was the last time we 
harvested a black ash tree. It was a 
beautiful tree, 40 to 50 feet high, but 
it was galleried from top to bottom,” 
she said. 

When they would harvest a tree with 
EAB damage, they would use a shave 
knife to remove all the outer layers to 
get to undamaged part and then begin 
pounding. It would result in wasting 
all the green wood, but the damaged 
material needed to be removed, she 
said. 

“Used to be, I could go 15 minutes 
in any direction to harvest a tree, but 
they are all gone now in the Lower 
Peninsula. 

“I can go to any of the stands of 
black ash and not find any live trees,” 
she said. “But we are seeing some of 
the seedlings survive.” 

In 2011 and 2012, the tribe collected 
as many seeds as possible. They col- 
lected by using pruning poles and 
shaking the trees. After gathering 
them, the seeds would be placed in 
paper bags to dry, then stored in the 
freezer. If stored properly, they can 
remain good for 25 to 30 years, but 
not all seeds will be viable. 

“Out of 100 seeds, you might only 
have 10 that are good,” she said. “Try 
to get all the seeds you can from a tree 
before harvesting it. I knew where a 
nice tree was, but it was producing 
seeds, so we left it. The next year it 
was dead. 

“It can go quicker than you can 
imagine,” Church said. “Black ash 
will only seed every five to seven 
years and the Emerald Ash Borer can 
kill in three to five years, so you have 
to concentrate on those seeds. Seeds is 
the number one thing we have to think 
about.” 

She thought that, if the EAB was 
going to start anywhere in the United 
States, that lower Michigan would be 
the best place because 
it is isolated, being bor- 
dered on three sides by 
the Great Lakes. But, 
unfortunately, it was 
removed from the state 
because people moved 
firewood, plus a nurs- 
ery sent tree stock to 
Virginia. 

“This year we are 
harvesting black ash in 
the Upper Peninsula,

which is a whole different environ- 
ment,” she said. “The UP is a drier 
climate. The wetter areas have better 
black ash. To harvest the trees and to 
split them - it’s just not the same. The 
logs are much drier in the UP.” 

They try to get the youth involved 
in the harvesting as much as possible. 
For instance, they harvested a tree 
next to a stream that had an abundance 
of fish. The youth wanted to go fish- 
ing. 

“If you get the pounding done first,” 
Church said. “That gave them a little 
incentive to get going on the project 
and make the whole project an enjoy- 
able experience.” 

One of the most important things 
that youth need to experience is how 
to collect seeds, teach them about the 
tree and how it looks, and teach them 
everything you know because they are 
the ones that will carry on the knowl- 
edge. 

“They’re the ones, in 40 to 50 years, 
who will be teaching other people,” 
she said. 

Church showed a cylindrical craft 
she referred to as a “bark basket.” She 
said she doesn’t sell them regularly 
anymore, but keeps them as educa- 
tional material to show what black ash 
bark looks like. 

She also has made a number of flash 
cards with photos as identifiers of 
black ash. She will use them during 
her educational sessions. The photos 
show the bark, the leaves, buds and 
various aspects and stages of the black 
ash. 

“The only tree that you could possi- 
bly get the bark mixed up with is elm, 
but the leaves are different,” she said. 

Church has a positive outlook about 
the survival of black ash. In China, 
ash has developed a resistance to the 
EAB and she thinks the black ash also 
will do so in the United States. 


“I think our trees, in the next de- 
cade, could also gain a resistance. But 
that may be wishful thinking,” she 
said. “There are elm trees out there, 
which are pretty big. We thought we 
would lose all our elm but there are 
some still around and growing.” 

She said 99 percent of the black ash 
trees in lower Michigan, 503 million, 
are dead, but she is hopeful the one 
percent will continue to grow and sur- 
vive. 

“This bug is moving fast, is hardier 
than we thought. It’s good for us to act 
quickly as well,” Church said. 

In China, they released a certain 
type of wasp that kills the EAB and 
has a 70 percent effective rate. That 
might work in the U.S., but it would 
involve introducing an invasive spe- 
cies, which could have adverse long- 
term effects. 

“I like to say let’s count on our own 
native species,” she said. “For in- 
stance, woodpeckers eat 15 to 16 per- 
cent of the EAB , but they also destroy 
the bark. There are three or four other 
wasps that might control the Emerald 
Ash Borer that is native to our area.” 

In the meanwhile, she is preparing 
for the worst by creating all types of 
educational material for future genera- 
tions, such as pictures and videos that 
show the various stages of harvesting, 
pounding, stripping and weaving of 
baskets. 

“We’re probably going to miss a 
generation of harvesters and weav- 
ers due to the Emerald Ash Borer,” 
Church said. 

Her fulltime job is making baskets 
and educating people how to harvest, 
pound, strip and weave. 

“I make a living from baskets,” she 
said. 

Pounders are one of the most impor- 
tant people in developing the trade and 
they are becoming fewer. 

“I have a husband who pounds and 
that’s like their assurance we’ll never 
divorce them if you’re a basket weav- 
er,” she said. “I don’t know if I could 
ever find another pounder. So my hus- 
band always thinks he has it made.” 

In the Traverse Bay Band, if young 
men get into trouble with the law, for 
probation they have to go to a weav- 
er’s house to pound. It’s not a punish- 
ment. It’s getting them back into their 
culture, she said. After probation, the 
weaver will pay them to pound, so it is 
a way for them to make money. 

Also, if black ash becomes extinct, 
there are other materials that can be 
used. For instance, cattails, bulrushes 
and cedar can be weaved into mats 
and baskets can be made from birch 
bark. 

“We can use many materials and 
skills that haven’t been used for a 
while - skills that have been lost,” she 
said.

In the shadow of the train- 
ing fields where Wisconsin 
National Guard Soldiers — 
ancestors of the 32nd Infantry 
Division — encamped and 
trained, members of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation gathered to 
continue a decades-old cere- 
mony honoring their veterans. 

“We consider it hallowed 
ground,” said Quentin Thun- 
dercloud. 

Nearly 100 years ago — be- 
fore they were legally recog- 
nized as U.S. citizens — 28 
members of what was then 
referred to as the Wisconsin 
Winnebago Tribe enlisted in 
Company D, 128th Infantry 
Regiment at Camp Douglas, 
Wis., for World War I. Among 
them were 15-year-old Ar- 
thur Decorah, his 17 -year-old 
brother Henry, and their father 
Foster, who was not about to 
let his sons go to war without 
him. On Aug. 1, 1918, Henry 
saw his father killed during 
combat in France. 

Six decades later, daugh- 
ters of Ho-Chunk members 
George, John and William 
Miner held a pow-wow at 
Volk Field to honor their 
World War I veterans. They 
called themselves “Daughters 
of the Red Arrow,” or DORA, 
but that name would become 
“Descendants of the Red Ar- 
row.” 

“I thought it was important 
that people know the history 
of our people that went to 
war in World War I,” Thun- 
dercloud said. “A lot of us 
wouldn’t be here if they had 
not returned.” 

Thundercloud explained 
that a combat veteran, some- 


one who has fought and killed 
the enemy, is entitled to cer- 
tain rights other tribe mem- 
bers do not receive. 

“In our tribe we hold that 
veteran as one of the highest 
esteemed persons,” he said. 
“Songs are made for them — 
we’ll sing their song in honor 
of them. They have the ability 
to put eagle feathers on their 
female relatives — that’s a 
right they have. Not every- 
body can wear a feather.” 

Over time, the annual 
pow-wows have honored 
Ho-Chunk members who 
have served in all major U.S. 
conflicts since World War I. 
Gathered around a ceremonial 
drum emblazoned with the 
Red Arrow symbol that identi- 
fies the 32nd Division — and 
today’s 32nd Infantry Brigade 
Combat Team, headquartered 
less than a mile away from 
the pow-wow — the Thun- 
dercloud Singers performed 
songs in honor of each branch 
of military service, as well 
as songs honoring Ho-Chunk 
veterans. The honor guard 
from the Andrew Blackhawk 
American Legion Post 129 
presented the colors in a sol- 
emn dance around the sing- 
ers. Names of World War I 
veterans were read, and U.S. 
flags presented to Ho-Chunk 
veterans were hoisted aloft in 
tribute. 

“Their unselfish dedication 
to the preservation of freedom 
is in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the Wisconsin 
Winnebago warriors and 
United States military ser- 
vice,” said Michael Day, who 
emceed the ceremony. “Re- 
member these people — they 
are our relatives. That’s why 
we’re here today. Remember

this — we are the ancestors of 
tomorrow. How we conduct 
ourselves is how this tradition 
will last.” 

Col. Dave Romuald, Volk 
Field Air National Guard Base 
commander, participated in a 
ceremonial dance and spoke 
briefly during the ceremony. 

“I think it’s important that 
we recognize the veterans 
that are here today,” Romuald 
said. “I extend my gratitude 
for your service to our coun- 
try. It’s important the coun- 
try understand the sacrifice, 
service and dedication of all 
veterans.” 

Romuald also said he would 
have Airmen visit the pow- 
wow throughout the day “and 
witness what real warriors are 
all about.” 

Day presented Thunder- 
cloud with an eagle wing — a 
significant honor — in rec- 
ognition of his faithfulness in 
organizing the annual pow- 
wow over the years. 

“Without him holding 
this together as the glue, we 
wouldn’t have this today,” 

Day said, “and we want to 
thank him.” 

“We’re just trying to keep 
the culture going, the tradi- 
tions going,” Thundercloud 
said. “I’m going to try and 
continue as long as I can.” 

Marian Miner, a sister of the 
late William Miner, has also 
helped with the annual pow- 
wow almost from its start in 
1978. 

“Since that was my brother, 
I’ve been putting everything I 
can into it to keep it going and 
to keep our tradition going,” 
she said. “I’m very proud of 
my father and his brothers. 
They all were in the service. 
My daughters take part be- 
cause Bill was their uncle, and 
you do whatever your uncle 
says. They still carry it on 
even though he’s not here. 

“We’re proud to be descen- 
dants of the Red Arrow.”

will be about the same size 

as an adult white-tailed 
doe. 


TAILS: 


Elk have a short tail; Deer 
have a long tail with a 
white underside. 


SIZE: 


Adult Elk stand 4-5 feet 
at the shoulders; 

Deer stand 3-372 feet at 
the shoulders. 


COLORING: 


Elk have a tan rump patch, 
black legs and dark brown, 
furry neck. Deer have legs 
the same color as their 
bodies, and a white throat 
patch. 


ANTLERS: 


Elk antlers sweep back; 
Deer antlers curve 
forward. 


JEWELRY: 


Most elk have been 
marked with collars and 
ear tags.
